And his Mateſtte doeth ſtraightly fozbid all Carpenters, labou- 
dWozkemen whatloeuer, that they noz any of them doe attempt oꝛ doe any labour oz 
102 about the building oꝛ ſetting vp of any houſes within the ſaid cities and places a- 
Ltontrary to this his Highneſſe Pꝛotlamation, vpon paine ot ſuch puniſhment and im. 
lent, as by the lawes of this Realme may oꝛ tan bee inflicted vpon them in that be- 
And his Maieſtie doth alſo command the Loꝛd Maioꝛ and Aldermen of London, 
lhisMateſties Juſtices ofPeace hauing authoꝛitie within the ſaid Cities oꝛ the limits 
es afozeſaid , That they and euery ofthemreſpectinely,doe cauſe this his Mateſties 
landement to be ſtraightly obſerued , andduely executeo attoꝛding to the tenoꝛ and true 
ngthereof without delay. 
bed alwayes nenertheleſſe, and his Mateſties pleaſure is, that ſuch part of this his 
a le pꝛotlamation as toncerneth building with bꝛicke oꝛ ſtone, ſhall not extend to any 
. habitations, ſhoppes, oz ſtozies of buildings, which from and after the ſaid firſt day of 
er next comming ſhalbe builded oz erected in any Alley oꝛ Alleyes, oꝛ other ſo obſcure
